tric equipment manufacturers are con- 
stantly making improvements and 
bringing out new equipment to meet 
the varying conditions that may be 
presented. The problems of providing 
efficient transmission lines that will 
stand the strains, and at the same time 
carry the current for great distances 
without excessive losses and at a cost 
for wire which may not be excessive, 
are being successfully met, and all con- 
ditions looking toward the more gen- 
eral use of electric power by railroads 
are becoming increasingly favorable.

In the first place, a really genuine 
democratic tax law can respect no per- 
son, It should recognize the fact that 
every citizen must bear his share of the 
burden of government, and that, if in- 
comes are to be taxed, income 
should be taxed, whether it be $10 a 
year or $10,000,000, It should also pro- 
vide that no black, 


male or female, shall be thus taxed un- 


every 


person, white or 
less such a one have the privilege of 
voting and, conversely, that no person 
not having a tax-paying income shall 
be allowed to vote. 

In the second place, the incorporation 
of the corporation tax with the 
new income tax law would require the 
elimination of the $5000 limit from the 
existing law if pure democracy is to 
prevail, as well as the provisions ex 


law 


empting certain classes of corporations 
from the operation of the law. Again, 
to insure justice in the imposition of 
the personal income law, regard must 
be had to the fact that the corporation 
income law deals with net income, 
which opens up a wide field for discus- 
sion as to the definition of the word in- 
come in the personal tax. It also di- 
rects attention to the danger of working 
the injustice of double taxation in in- 
cluding in the personal income muney 
derived from capital invested in corpo 
rations that are already paying an in 
come tax.

As has been previously stated, there are 
works which are being profitably oper- 
ated, making wood turpentine and pine 


oils alone from this wood. 


There are 
works profitably manufacturing rosin oils 
and rosin spirits from rosin made from 
the living trees, and others profitably mak- 
ing paper alone from wood. The com- 
bination of the three units into one indus- 
trial development appears, therefore. to 
be well worth the careful consideration 
of paper makers, lumbermen, investors, 
and especially of those interested in the 
conservation of material resources through 
the utilization of waste. It is believed 
that such a combination offers the most 
profitable use of refuse wood and stumps 
on the cut-over pine lands of the South 
and West. 

The bureau cannot undertake to furnish 


details of equipment, nor estimates of 


erecting and equipping mills for

rhe cost of erection varies greatly with 


local conditions, and those interested 
should consult mill engineers for estimates 
and details of equipment and erection. 
These engineers advertise in the technical 
journals, especially in the paper-trade 
journals, and their names may be found 
in the directories of many of the larger 
cities. 

It may be said, however, that estimates 
for the erection and equipping of paper 
mills, exclusive of water-power rights and 
wood rights, vary from $10,000 to $25,000 
per day cord. From $500 to $2000 should 
be added to these figures to cover the addi- 
tional equipment required for the utiliza- 
tion of by-products, if the wood is cooked 
at once with caustic soda, and from $1000 
to $3000 should be added if the resins are 
first extracted with a volatile solvent and 
turpentine and rosin made instead of tur- 
pentine and resin oils. It is the opinion 
in this bureau that costs of erecting and 
equipping approximate the lower rather 


than the higher figures.

The same sum of money, if used in de- 
veloping the water-power resources of the 
South, would build from 60 to 100 dams 
for water-power, which would mean 60 
to 100 more new towns and cities and 
possibly many more, as the water could 
be utilized to develop electrical power 
that could be transmitted many miles and 
used for factories, ete. 

The value of this poor despised pine 
waste as fuel has never been appreciated. 
Some 30 years ago there stood on the 
banks of the Escatawpa River in Moss 
Point a small glass factory built by local 
capitalists. The sand was brought from 
Iforn Island, just nine miles from this 
city, and the only fuel that was used was 
the “slabs,” the waste material from the 
sawmills. The writer has been present 
in this factory a number of times and has 
seen the glassblowers at work. Only win-

Now, as it requires approximately 
O00 degrees of heat to smelt sand, one 
may readily see the heat units con- 
tained in these slabs and their value for 
fuel.

For instance, a Michigan 
firm is making a superior grade of cattle
